These, it now appears, will end only when the Re 
publican party returns to power in Washington. 
Next 
1 year s Congressional elections therefore assume gieat im 
I portance. 
The other mistake also involved money 
or it least, 
,f not money itself, then its source. 
President Roosevelt and Secretary I lull, who came 
nto power on *» party pledge to 
protect 
American in­ 
dustry from foreign competition, embarked upon an ex­ 
periment in free trade made possible through the Recip­ 
rocal Trade Agreements Act. 
The American mdustri.il struc ture which is enabling 
die Allies to win the war against Germ any and Japan was 
created and nurtured under protective tariffs that put du 
ties upon the third of our foreign purchases which were 
in direct competition with our own output. 
The State Department policy, under the New I Val, 
has bet'ii first, to tear down these protections, and second, 
to use American dollars to help foreign rivals set up mod 
ern mass production and assembly lines with which *o 
compete with our own facilities. 
Uncle Sam ’s position, under the New I )e.d, is just is 
illogical as it would lw* tor a poultryman, earning his bv 
ing from the sale of eggs md dressed chickens, to use- his 
money to help his customers to keep their own chicke ns. 
Already the government has spe nt billions, through 
lend lease and otherwise, i i i this effort to crc*.He employ­ 
ment in other lands— at the expense of our own jobs. 
f urther billions are ear marked for this purpose in 
the post-war years. 
The foreign nations already have 
signified what it is they propo.se to buy. 
It is ‘ heavy 
equipment 
—— which is to say, not commodities them­ 


selves, but the* devices with which commodities are made. 
These* foreign nations plan to buy our machinery 
and then make* their own goods— not to purchase* die 
goods from us. 
Actually, these n a t io n s , with lower-paid or subsi 
dized or slave labor will t a k e advantage of the c ost differ­ 
entials to send back into the Unite d States goods m a d e 
with machinery we send them— send the* merchandise .ca 
us (thanks to the* vanishing tariffs) .it rates well below the 
American costs of produc tion.

h e r d e d policie s, and to date* has shown no signs of being 
able to reverse the* disaster-bound program.
